When you decide on one or mor^ periodical you 
want to read, you'll soon find yourself becoming an 
expert and able to develop your own bibliography. 
Many of the items listed identify materials, books, 
films and courses of study. 

In cases where a subscription is available only 
though membership in an organization, don't cross it 
off because the price appears to be high. Find out wh^f 
other services you will receive as a member. It niay be 
pretty inexpensive in terms of benefits received.
